Wasutncton, April 18.—[{Special.}—A 
cker between the Farmers’ Alliance, the 
ights of Labor and the republican party.

That such a dicker is being attempted by 
publicans here there isno doubt. It is the 
ope of fe republican leaders to make such a 
with the alliance in order that that 
prganization will cut loose from the demo- 
gratic party, and thereby, to a large extent, 
honefit the republicans in the next congres- 


giona! race. 

The scheme, as it is being privately dis- 
passed here now by leading republicans of the 
house and senate and high officers in the alli- 
ance and knights of labor federation, is for the 
republican party to assume a similar attitude 
towards the alliance that they did in the Cate- 
Featherstone contested election case from 
Arkansas. Featherstone, who was the alli- 
ance candidate and who was defeated, was 

ated by the republicans, and he is now vot- 
ng With them and has a seat on the repub- 
ican side, although he claims to be strictly an 
ndependent—only voting for the right and the 
good of the alliance. 

THE REPUBLICANS ENJOYING THE FUN. 

The republicans have been enjoying the fun 
which is-going on all over the south and west 
pow, and are laughing over the trouble ana 
worry the alliance seems to be giving southern 
democratic representatives. 

They have proposed to certain officers of the 
alliance and Knight of Labor combination to 
nid them in the election of congressmen from 
the southern and western states and to fur- 

ish them money for the purpose, if necessary. 

hey also promise to aid in the passage of leg- 
Aslation that will benefit the farmer. How- 
ever, they will not commit themselves to the 
gub-treasury or any of the plans now pending 
dn congress for the government to lend money 
to the farmer on real estate or non-perishable 
Brops. 

This scheme has already taken root to a cer- 
tain extent with some high alliancemen and 
Knights of Labor, and the republicans hope to 
quietly consumate it. McKinley and others have 
had a half dozen conferences with high officers 
of the federation recently and the matter has 
been freely discussed. The republicans appa- 
rently ask nothingin return. It is only the 
friendship (?) of the party for the farmer and 
laborer. Still it can be but evident to every- 
Dne that the scheme is gotten up simply to 
weaken the democratic party and to carry all 
tlose districts in the south and west with men 
who will vote with the republicans when they 
get in congress. 

THE FARMERS SHOULD UNDERSTAND IT. 

It isa big scheme, but its true inwardness 
cannot fail to be understood by the farmers of 
the country. Itis simply another scheme to 
split up the democratic party, and it is under- 
stood that some very high alliancemen will be 
parties to it.

HOAR WILL TRY HIS HAND. 

Senator Hoar has given it out that he will, 
next week, report from the senate committee 
on elections, a federal election law bill, which 
the senate will pass. It is going to be 2 com- 
bination bill, containing what he considers to 


been introduced on this subject, It will, how- 
ever, provide for federal supervisors and fed- 
erai control of the entire election machinery of 
the state. It seems to be settled that the re- 
publicans, now that they are in power in every 
branch of the government, are going to enact 
such a federal election law as they believe will 
keep them in power. It will, of course, be 
drawn with the idea that it only shall apply 
in the south, although, like the Lodge bill, on 
its face, it will appear to apply to the entire 
country. 
FRAUDULENT WITNESS FEES. 

tepresentatives Oats, Thompson and McCor- 
mick have been appointed a committee from 
the house to goto Alabama and Mississippi to 
inquire into the alleged fraudulency in the 
federal courts by which witnesses are obtain- 
ing fraudulent fees. Throughout three or 
four southern states, it is understood, the gov- 
ernment has been systematically robbed fora 
long time by professional witnesses, who are 
in league with the court officials. The com- 
mittee first goes to Mobile, then Montgomery, 
and from thence to Jackson, Miss.

THE SOUTHERN CLAIMANTS. 

The house spent all of today in discussing an 
omnibus southern war claims bill. Itisto pay 
nearly three hundred claimants for stores and 
supplies furnished the union army during the 
war. AJ] the claimants assert they were loyal 


to the union cause, but the northern republicans 
of the house doubted this and made such astrong 
fight against the bill that it was laid aside for 
the present. The southern republicans and 
democrats made a hard fight for the passage of 
the bill, and there were some 
very interesting tilts between north- 
ern and soutern republicans Mr. 
Houk, of FPennessee, seored his own —party 
some rough blows. He accused them of being 
willing to resort to all kinds of extravagances 
in pensions for northern soldiers, but when it 
come to anything, however small, for the 
south, they objected. Mr. Houk was strongly 
backed by all the southern republicans. 

Here are the Georgia claimants, and the 
amounts due them, in the bill: Levi W.

PUBLIC BUILDINGS EVERYWHERE. 

The postoftice committee of the house today 
reported a bill providing for a public building 
in every town in the United States in which 
the posoffice receipts exceed $3,000 annually. 
There are some two thousand of these towns, 
and it is estimated that all the buildings will 
cost $30,000,000. However, only $2,000,000 
of this amount is to be expended annually in 
such towns on the Hst as the _ post- 
master general shall select. If the 
bill passes, however, they  willj be 
taken in the order of the amount of receipts 
in each state, and will be constructed as rap- 
idly as possible. Where the gross receipts of 
an office are $25,000 the building shall not cost 
more than $20,000, and where the receipts do 
do not exceed $20,000 the building shall not 
cost more than $15,000. In Georgia the fol- 
lowing cities will get buildings—of course

others: Albany, Americus, Athens, Atlanta, 
Augusta, Bainbridge, Brunswick, Cartersvilk, 
Columbus, Dalton, Gainesville, Grif- 
fin, Hawkinsville, LaGrange, Ma- 
con, Marietta, Milledgeville, Newnan, 
Rome, Savannah, Talapoosa, Thomasville, 
Valdosta and Waycross. 

In Alabama, Anniston, Bessemer, Birming- 
ham, Decatur, Eufaula, Florence, Gadsden, 
Greenville, Huntsville, Mobile, Montgomery, 
Opelika, Selma, Talladega, Troy, Tuscaloosa.

THE SILVER COMMITTEE. 


Holds a Meeting at Which Secretary Win- 
dom Expresses His Views. 

WASHINGTON, April 18.—The republican silver 
committee held a meeting this morning at which 
Secretary Windom was present and expressed his 
views. He said the reason for his advocating the 
redemption in bullion of the certificates issued for 
the purchase of bullion was that it would make 
the certificates more valuable; and to require 
their redemption in silver dollars would be, in his 
opinion to discredit them; while to require their 
redemption in gold coin might{seriousiy embarrass 
the government. He was willing, however, as a 
measure of compromise, to give the holders of the 
certificates the option on the currency in which it 
should be redeemed. After the secretary had 
given-his views upon the bill and the basis for 
them, a discussion rather desultory in its nature 
took place upen the subject of sutiiciency of cir- 
culation. \ 


THE STRIKING SWITCHMEN. 


The Street Railway Employes Tender Their 
Support. 

PitrspurG, April 18.—Something definite is 
looked’ for in the threatened strike of the railway 
switchmen today. John Downey, chief of the 
Federation of Railroad employes, arrived from 
Chicago this morning, and is now holding a con- 
ference with the men. He has refused to act, and 
after he has seen the men and the officials he will 
announce his decision. A-new feature of the 
situation is the probability of a strike of the street 
railway employes at the same time. They have 
tendered their support tothe switchmen, and are 
considering the advisability of making a simul- 
taneous demand for higher wages. 


The Proposed Irish Convention. 

St. Louis, April 18.--The executive committee 
of the Irish land league, not having heard from 
Parnell in regard to the advisability of holding a 
national convention, concluded.to close up its 
business and adjourn, which they did at noon to- 
day. Mr. Parnell will be written to, and the con- 
vention scheme strongly u upon him. If he 
consents to it, the convention will be held at Bal- 
timore sometime next autumn.

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JEFFERIES'S CRIME. 


OUT. 


WATCHING A DYING MAN'S WORDS. 


A Sensation of Twenty-Six Years’ Standing 
Reopened—The Revelations Made by 
Old Citizens—The Crime. 


SPARTANBURG, 8S. C., April 18.—[Special.]— 
The arrest of Samuel Jefferies, for the murder 
of Alexander Sparks, nearly twenty-six years 
ago, is the sensation of the hour. Oid people 
are now constantly relating stories about the 
murder as it was toldto them, and young peo 
ple are on the alert inquiring for new particu- 
lars concerning it. 

Samuel Jefferies and his record is now un- 
dergeing new revelations, and there is no 
telling where the stories will end. It las 
come to light that an attempt to forever 
silence the man who knew about the killing 
of Dr. White, led to the unearthing of the 
whole business. It happened in this way: 

THE TWO ACCOMPLICES,. 

When Dr. White was murdered it was the 
general opinion that Jefferies and two men 
did the villainous deed. One was named 
Mediin and the other was Adames McCol- 
lough. Shortly after the murder of White, 
when public sentiment was very excited, Me- 
Collough left the state and went to Texas, 
where, until some ten years ago, he died. Be- 
fore he died he made a confession which has 
been kept under seal and altogether secret. It 
has recently come to light by a mistake made 
by Jefferies, and which promises to make it 
very calamitous for the murderer of White. 
Until yesterday he had no knowledge of the 
existence of McCollough’s confession. If he 
had known of it Jefferies would now be a free 
man, forthe reason that he thought that all 
parties who knew of the details of the murder 
were under the violets. 

AT MEDLIN’S BEDSIDE. 

Some years ago Medlin sickened and died, 
For oyera month before he came to die, Jefferies 
was a constant watcher at his bedside, guard- 
ing his every word and careful that he gave no 
token and word that would tell the story of 
the murder. When Medlin died his wife said 
that she knew all aboutthe murder and Jef- 
feries secretly bribed her never to divulge the 
tale her husband had told her, but unfaithful 
to the condition of the bribe, she told her son, 
Sam Medlin. This was soon made known to 
Jefferies,and what was to bedone with the son 
of his accomplice was the question much 
mooted by Jefferies. 

TRYING TO TRAP THE SON. 

A year ago a house belonging to a daughter 
of Jefferies was burned at night. It was the 
act of an incendiary, and Sam Medlin was 
acensed by Jefferies with the crime. The 
plot was evidently to convict Medlin, and 
then he would be executed, arson being a 
capital offense in this state. At the last term 
of criminal court in Union, Medlin was tried 
for arson and acquitted. Everything was 
done to convict him. Money was freely em=— 
ployed in securing witnesses to swear against 
him, but an alibi was proven, The earnest 
interest manifested by Jefferies in the_ case 
was talked about in the trial and on 


the streets. Then Medlin told his lawyer, 


Colonel McKissick, that he would ‘tell how it 
was that Sam Jefferies murdered old man 
White. Another lawyer had been employed 
some time before to work up the case of th 
White murder, and this information was 
weltome. 
heen hunting up ail the evidence possible to 
convict Jeffertes of this murder. None have 
been more faithful nor more diligent in the 
search than young White, son of the murdered 
man. 
THE EVIDENCE CONCLUSIVE. 

The confession of McCollough and old man 
Medlin are both in hand and it will go hard 
with their accomplice and chief. 

‘‘Samuel Jefferes is the murderer of my poor 
husband. I. pray God that he may yet be 
punished for this cowardly deed,’’ were the 
words of the grief-stricken widow as the body 
of Dr. White was laid away to rest in the old 
country grave yard. These prayerful pro- 
phetic words seem to have been an unrelenting 
curse upon the head of the murderer. They 
have been the watch-word of the murderer’s 
nemesis, who has been found always in the 
person of the son who, for twenty-six years, 
has cherished the remembrance of his father’s 
cowardly taking off, and who registered 
then a vow that it should be avenged. 
That son has been faithful and untiring in 
his work to discover the murderer of his father. 
Through poverty and dire need he has done all 
that mortal man could do to find him out, and 
now his faithfulness is about to be rewarded. 
In many ways Samuel Jefferies is a striking 
prototype of the ideal personification of Dr. 
Jekyl and Mr. Hyde. Of most uncouth ap- 
pearance at times, with character as change- 
able as the weather, respected by some and 
despised by the majority, and without princi- 
ples, this is Samuel Jefferies. 

“T would not believe Sam Jefferies on his 
oath,’’ said a prominent man today, “and I 
will bet big money that he will be convicted 
of the killing of poor Dr. White.” 

This is the opinion of a great many and in- 
dicates how his character is considered here. 

ANOTHER ACCOMPLICE. 

Another man has been implicated with 
Jefferies in the murder of Dr. White. His 
name is Columbus Roberts, and he is at pres- 
ent on his farm.in North Carolina. It is 
thought that he will turn state’s evidence in 
the case, and if this be true, it will go very 
hard with Jefferies. It is an interesting case 
all the way through, and new developments 
are being made all the time. Menof equal 
wealth and prominence have been impli- 
cated in this case, and it is now 
rumored that a wealthy farmer and 
“olitician in Union county’ will be 
arrested as an accomplicetomorrow. Jefferies 
cuunts his money by the thousand, and many 
are of belief that he will give bond and then 
skip. At present there seems to be no likeli- 
hood of his immediate recovery from his sick- 
ness, although he says that he wiil go to Union 
tomorrow, where he will be locked up in the 
county jail.

WEARY OF LIFE, 


A Young Man Driven to Suicide by Continual 
Pain. 

Dickson, Tenn., April 18.—{Special.}—A young 
named Lewis M. Richardson committed suicide 
here by taking morphine, at the home of his 
mother, a widow lady. 

Nearly two years ago Richardson was firing on 
a Louisville and Nashville engine, when it ex- 
ploded near Franklin, Ky., throwing the young 
man about fifty yards and injuring him about the 
head and breast and burning him severely. 

Richardson sued the railroad company for dam- 
ages, and the case was compromised by com- 
pany paying him $2,000, the most of which, it is 
claimed, he has since paid out for medical bills in 
om ete to be cured of a continual pain in 

eart. 

He has been melancholy and despondent since 
the accident, ang particularly so since his return 
from Hot 5 me about three weeks ago. Last 
night he talked in such a manner to his mother 
and niece, that 1t is now evident he had resolved 
on os suicide. The deceased was a quiet 


and very sensitive young man.

MR. BLAINE AS A PEACEMAKER. 
Hé'Comes Into the Meeting When a Row 
Was Imminent, Has 2 Talk With the 
Delegates, and Everything Is Happy. 


| Wastixoron, April 18.—In_ the Pan-Ameri- 


| Can conference, today, the report of the com- 


mittees on general welfare, recommending the 
nations of Europe to adopt a policy of arbitra- 
tion, was taken up. Involved in the question 
is the controversy now existing between Eng- 
land end Venezuela, over the possession of 
gold lands in Guiana and the navigation of 
Orinoco river. As the discussion progressed, 
differences were developed, which bid fair to 
block the way to a conclusion, unless much 
time should be consumed, and unless some 
concessions should be made. 

Mr. Blaine, who had been absent at a cabi- 
Ret meeting, came into the conference room 
late in tlie afternoon when the controversy 
seemed far from a conclusion. He asked a re- 
cess and then invited the committee on general 
welfare to join him in considering the matter. 
A recess was had, and Mr. Blaine and thecom- 
mittee retired. 

} MR. BLAINE SPEAKS. 

They were gone scarcely half an hour. Upon 
returning Mr. Blaine asked Vice-President 
Zegarig to preside, and then from the latter’s 


plaec at the long table Mr. Blaine said: 

Mr. President: Iam very happy to announce 
thatany vital ciffercnce upon any question con- 
nected with the scheme of arbitration, which two

Upon Mr. Biaine’s motion §these clauses 
were substituted for those originally reported 
from the committee, with acclamation’ and 
cheers, save from Chili, which did not vote.

A NEW REPORT ADOPTED. 

Before the bapplementnsy report of the com- 
mittee on general welfare, which led to the 
discussion referred to above, was taken up, the 
conference had adopted another supplement- 
ary report from the same committee, express- 
ing the wish that all controversies between the 
republics of America and the nations of Europe 


may be settled by arbitration. 

he report of the committee on interna- 

tional law was also submitted and adopted. 

‘fT ze majority recommends the adoption of the 

paerdng.as 6 principles of American inter- 
ational law: 

1. Foreigners are entitled to enjoy all the civil 
re ages enjoyed by natives and they shall be accord- 
ed ail the benefits of said rightsin all that is es- 
sential as wellasinthe form: of procedure, and 
legal remedies incident thereto, absolutely ina 
like manner as said natives. 

2. A nation has not, nor recognizesin favor of 
foreigners, any other obligations, or responsibil- 
ities than those which, in favor of natives, are es- 
in like cases, by the constitution and 
aws. 

3. Rivers which separate the several states, or 
which bathe their territory, shall be opened to the 
free navigation of the merchant marine or ships 
of war of riparian nations, 

4. This declaration shall not affect the jurisdic- 
tion nor sovereignty of any riparian nation, 
either in time of peace or war. 

On the question of the adoption of this re- 
port, the United States and Nicaragua 
voted no. : 

Mr. Blaine then read in English and a Gan- 
temala delegate read in Spanish, the follow- 
ing: 

1. That the principle of conquest shall not, 
during the continuance of the treaty of arbitra- 
tion, be recognized as admissable under the Amer- 
ican public law. 

2. That all segsions of territory made during the 
continuance of the treaty of arbitration shall be 
void if made under threats of war or presence of 
an armed force. 

3. Any nation from which such cession shall be 
exacted may demand that the validity of the ces- 
sions shall be submitted to arbitration. 

4. Any renunciation of the right to arbitration 
made under the conditions named in the second 
section, shall be null and void. 

Those conditions are under threats of war or the 
presence of an armed force. 


THE BATTLE IN BLACK MOUNTAINS. 


Thirty Outlaws, Fortified in an Old Barn, 
Fire Upon Soldiers. 

LOUISVILLE, April 18.—A special to the Times 
from Harlan Courthouse says: A decided fight oc- 
curred this morning at 1:20 o’clock, seventeen 
miles east of here, in Black mountain, between a 
detail of state troops, consisting of sixteen 
privates, Lieutenant Milton and Sergeant Pullian 
and about thirty outlaws, who were fortified in an 
old barn. Five of the soldiers were wounded. It 
is not known how many outlaws were killed, as 
they still have A ae nomag vo of the barn. A corporal 
was sent to Harlan for reinforcements and he 
brings this news. Sharp fighting is expected. 
The outlaws are well armed, well entrenched and 
determined. Some of them are under indictment.

WAR CLAIMS. 


The Payment of Court Claims Before the 
.« House Yesterday, 

WASHINGTON, April 18.—The house went.into 
committee of the whole on the private calendar. 

The first bill on the calender was the bill making 
appropriations for the payment of awards of court 
claims to war claimants. 

Mr. Thomas, of Illinois, offered a resolution 
that the bill be reported back to the house with 
the recommendation that it be recommitted with 
instructions tothe committee on war claims to 
inquire into the loyalty of each claim. Mr. 
Thomas stated that the bill contained 
285 claims, based on pretended privileges of the 
court of claims. Of this number there were 
eight cases where there had been no findings 
transmitted to congress. In 176 cases the usual 
method of reg te cae the loyalty of the parties 
had not been followed. The committee on war 
claims had bunched these 285 clams together with- 
out any examination or investigation.The secretary 
of war had transmitted to the commitete,since the 
report of the bill, a statment showing that in 
eighty-four cases the claimant had filed vouchers 
for supplies furnished to the confederate army or 
subscribed to the confederate loan or done some 
other thing indicating disloyalty. 

Mr. McComas ag Seer the pcs*pcnement of the 
bil lfor two weeks, im order to give an opportnity 
for private investigation, the bill to be then called 
up for final action. 

Mr. Hockdale, of Mississippi, arcned that 
the fact that the man had signed the voucher for 
furnishing supplies to the confederate army was 
no proof of his disloyalty. If he had not signed 
the voucher his property would have been taken 
from him anyway and he would have received no 
pay fer it. 

Mr. Houk spoke for the loyal men of the south, 
declaring that had it not been forthe union men 
of that section, the confederacy would have suc- 

ed. 

Mr. McComas then made the proposition that 
the bill be recommitted for investigation, with 
instructions to the committee on war claims to 
report it back within two wecks, the bill to retain 
its place on the calendar.

OFFICIALS INJURED. 


A NARROW ESCAPE FROM DEATH.. 


Accident Near Jug Tavern—The Injured 
Men Carried to Augusta and 
Taken Home on Litters. 


AvaGusta, Ga., April 18.—The pay train om 
the Gainesville, Jefferson and Southern rail 
road, containing Superintendent Hemphill, 
‘Roadmaster Robinson, Treasurer Richards, 
Supervisor Bell, Engineer Stulb, of the 
Georgia railroad; and General Manager Wil- 
kins, of the narrow gauge; and Route Agent 
Hurlbert, of the Southern Express company, 
was overturned this afternoon near Jug 
Tavern, and all the officers named were more 
or less injured.

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DR, HOLMES STATEMENT 


THE JURY TRYING 
iM. 


MADE BEFORE 


He Relates the Circumstances Which Led Up 
tothe Killing, His Efforts to Avoid 
Algood, and the Fatal End. 


Rome, Ga., April 18.—{Special.J—The 
Holmes trial is nearing completion. Before 11 
o’clock this morning the defense had com- 
pleted its case with the exception of the Trion 
factory books, which were to arrive on the 
noon train, and the testimony of Mrs. Cooper, 
which had to be taken by interrogatories, as 
she was not able to attend court. At 10:45 the 
court adjourned, and Colonel Hammond, 
Judge Branham and Mr. Matt Henry 
went to take the interrogatories. 
These will be read owhen court 
convenes at 2 o’clock and after the introduc- 
tion of the factory books to show the state of 
Mr. Algood’s account, the defense will close 
with Dr. Holmes’s statement, which will take 
an hour or more. It is necessarily long, as it 


covers two years and a half of time. 
The Morning Session. 

The morning session opened with evidence 
touching the wound made by the first shot, the 
object of the defense being to show that the shot 
came from Mr. Algood’s front, scarifying his 
right cheek and some piercing his 
right = ear. It is the claim of the 
dicfense that Mr. Algood had turned round to 
face Dr. Holmes and had his hand on his pistol 
when the doctor fired. 

It is agreed that Mr. Algood’s face was first 
toward the hotel entrance, «nd from the drift of 
eross-examination it is evident that the prosecu- 
tien will argue that Mr. Algood never turned to 
face Dr. Holmes, and waa shot obliquely from the 
right of his rear wiile still facing toward the 
hotel. 

Captain J. J. Seay thought the shot came from 
the front. He testified that a good many scraped 
the skin of the cheek, and about a dozen went 
through the right ear. The highest shot ranged 
from the height of the eve tothe tip of the ear. 
He feit several of the shot in the neck. 

Mr. W. Hi. Adkins testified that some of the 
shot struck asfarin front as the chin, some on 
his cheek, and some on his neck. He thought, 
from his examination of the wound, that the shot 
must have come from the front, or obliquely from 
the front. 

DR. HAMMOND’S TESTIMONY. 

Dr. L.. P. Hammond, who also saw the wounds, 
was examined. He said there were afew shot in 
front of the ear, and some just behind the ear. 
He didnot probe them to see whether they went 
user the skin. Those in front 
ranged from the cheek bone backward. He 
thought, from what he saw, that the shot must 
have come from the front. He did not examine the 
wounds professionaily, but simply from curiosity. 

Mr. Aitred Hami!ton, a brother-in-law of Mr. D. 
F. Algood, and also of Dr. Ho'mes,was an import- 
gant witness. His evidence began the Saturday be- 
fore the tragedy, at Trion, when he saw Dr. 
Holmes and Mr. Algood talking. He thought 
from the looks of the menthat Mr. Algood was 
apery. He was talking emphatically. 

He further said that Dr. Holmes came on the 
train and lay down and said to him: 

“Alf, I’m afraid something serious is going to 
happen Db. F. and myself. He has abused me 
terntly.” 

“Then,’’ continued Mr. Hamilton, “he told me 
the conversation that occurred there. AS near as 
J can remember it was that D. F. said: 

“I have come to collect that $1,000 you owe me.” 

Dr. Holmes said he told him that he had paid 
that, and said: 

“You remember that in Crouch’s drug store I 
asked you if you needed the money, andif you 
did I would send you a check for it, and you said 
you had charged it to my account at the factory, 
and you gave me a due bill.” 

Mr. Alvood replied: 

“Yes, but that was never done, and now, vy G—d, 
I want the money.” 

Dr. Hohnes said he would give it to him. Then 
he said: 

“I want you to pay for that bull that was killed 
ont at McDonald’s.’ 

‘*I told him,’ said Dr. Holmes, ‘‘that I did not 
think I ously to pay for the bull, considering the 
manner that McDonald had gotten it, but if he 
insisted I would send the money for that also. 
Then he said to me: ‘Yes, d—n you, 
you have been trying to vote my sister’s 
stock.’ I said to him: ‘Which one?’ and 
he replied: ‘Never mind about that. 
You and your wife have been trying to turn the 
family against me and put me out of the factory; 
and he said if this was not stopped one of us 
would have to die, that he would kill meorlI 
would kill him.’ ” 

Mr. Hamilton testified that when he got to 
Rome Dr. Holmes telegraphed for Mr. Marsh to 
come up from Atlanta, and called a family meet- 
ing on Sunday, the next day. 

THE FAMILY MEETING. 

Mr. Hamilton testified that the 
oecurred in Dr. Holmes’s office with closed 
doers, and there were present Mr. Marsh, 
dir. M. A. Algood, Mrs. Cooper, Mr. and Mrs. 
Hamilton, Miss Maude, Dr. Holmes and Mrs. 
Hoimes and Mr, Steel. He said Dr. Holmes told 
them Mr. PD. Fk. Algood had threatened his life and 
he was afraid there would be trouble. He did not 
want to harmahairof his head, and he called 
them together to ask their advice and put himself 
in their hands. He had worked hard and 
built up a good practice, but if 
they said so he was willing 
to sell Mrs Holmes’s stock for $150 or whatever it 
woul bring, sell his real estate and go to Cali- 
fornia, Mexico oranywhere else if they sard fo. 

lie asked Mr. Marsh, Mrs. Algood and Mr. 
Steel if he had tried to get Mr.D. F. Algood outof 
tne factory, and they said if he had they did not 
know it. 

It was agreed that Mr. Algood’s mother and 
sisters join ina letter to him, assuring him that 
he was mistaken about Dr. Holmes and appealing 
to hiin to have a peaceable settlement of the dif- 
ficuliy. 

Mr. Hamilton suggested that Mr. Steel formu- 
Jate the letter as he had made the suggestion, 
and that Mra. Cooper copy it. 

They then adjourned to dinner, and Mr. Steel 
forinulated the letter in the presence of Mr. Al- 
goood’s sisters. 

The letter was not signed because of Mr. Steel’s 
Surcgestion later in the afternoon that it might be 
anieconstrued, and it would be betier for Mra. 
Algood zni her daughters to go to Trion the next 
day and muke a personal appeal to D. F.

DR HOLMES’S STATEMENT.

It began 
with tne conversation between Dr. Holmes and 
Mr. Algood in the livery stadie,on the day the 
farm implements were sold in December, 1887, 
when Mr. Algood first threatened the doctor’s 
life.

His first intention 
a‘ter the first shot was to jump out and run around 
the hotel and escape him, but when he saw Mr. 
Algood working at his pistol he knew there was 
not time to get around him. 

Dr. Holmes gave his words on jumping out of 
the carriage about as the witnesses had given 
them. 

THE STATE INTRODUCES SOME EVIDENCE. 

The state introduced Mr. Ike O’Bryan, who 
swore that a day or two after the homicide Mr. 
Dempsey, the driver, said in his presence that 
Mr. Algood had a knife, but no pistol that he 
saw ; also that Mr. Dempsey said on the way down 
that Dr. Holmes asked the gentleman inside to 
change seats with him, and then he (Dempser) 
knew some i dirtv wor was going to 
be done. Mr. Adams swore to the same 
conversation with Dempsey. On the stand yes- 
terday, Mr. Dempsey denied saying what O'Bryan 
attributed to him,and the statement of O’ Bryan 
and Adams is also controverted by Mr. McKel- 
din’s testimony. 

The state introduced three witnesses, young 
Tenny Myers. J. W. Mearsand George Hutchin- 


/ Son, who ®wore that Combs, the depot agent, said 


the morning after the tragedy that Mr. Algood 
eame to Rome fora pacific settlement. It will be 
remembered that Combs swore that Mr. Algood 
told him, as he got on the train the afternoon of 
the 20th, that he would put some one in a coffin or 
come back in a coffin himself, 

There was a tilt between Colonel Hammond and 
Judge Branham on shorthand reporting. Colonel 
Hammond was cross-firing the testimony of Arm- 
strong and Parks with a shorthand report of testi- 
mony before the coroner’s inquest. He put Mr. 
Craigmiles, the stenographer who made that re- 
port, on the stand to swear to his transcriptions. 
Craigmiles swore he reported correctly as far as 
he was able; and that he did not think it possibe 
that he could have got the answer to 
one question transferred toanother. Judge Bran- 
hain made him write down a good part of the 
shorthand alphabet, showing that the letter B 
only differed from P by its shading, and that was 
the only difference between Tand D, F and V, §S 
and Z, and so on through the alphabet, as far as 
that principal went. He a!so made him testify 
that the vowels were left out, and had him write 
some of the mystic abbreviations which look so 
much like pothooks to the uninitiated. 

The effect on the jury was perceptible, especially 
when Mr. Craigmiles’s testimony that he did not 
consider himself an expert was added. 

Colonel Hammond got up and said: 

“Mr.'Craigmiles, how do you write wisdom and 
nonsense ?”’ | 

That brought a ripple over the audience, and the 
sheriff roared for order. 

Judge Branham writes shorthand, and he 
shrewdly used his knowledge with great effect. 

Mr. Craigmiies’s work in general showed up well 
for one who had not done professional reporting, 
and was put to the trying test of conceit questions 
by a coroner’s jury. 

EVIDENCE IN REBUTTAL. 

The state will probably talk a good part of to- 
morrow with evidence in rebuttal. The argu- 
ments will not go far before Monday. There will 
probably be three speeches on cach side. 

Colonel Hammond has fought the defense so 
steadily, and cross-examined witnesses so rigidly, 
that he has excited the wayne of the country 
fplke. One of them said to Seab Wright: 

“Who is that little old man who is so d—d 
inquisitive ?”’

_guicide stalks Satan. The other day their 
neighbor, Mrs. Elizabeth Seaton, to the 
great scandal of the community, shuffled off 
her mortal coil in the most reckless fashion. 
She suspended herself on her bedroom door, 
and was dead when she was cut down. 

The coroner’s jury understood the true in- 
wardness of the affair. These honest yeo- 
men knew that the devil had been at work, 
and they determined to put the blame just 
where it belonged. In their verdict they 
said that Elizabeth Seaton, not having God 
before her eyes, but being seduced and 
moved by the instigation of the devil, did 
with two certain handkerchiefs of the value 
of twenty cents, feloniously kill, strangle 
and murder herself, against the peace and 
dignity of the commonwealth. 

According to this verdict, the woman was 
a felon in the eyes of the law, but primarily 
the evil one was responsible, because he se- 
dueed and instigated her to commit the 
deed. i{t would be interesting to know what 
followed. Did these simple villagers hold 
Elizabeth Seaton guiltless enough for a grave 
in a church-yard, or did they follow the old 
fashion of their fathers, and bury her at the 
cross roads, with a stake driven through her 
body?

The Latest Republican Outrage. 

The partisan experiment of the senate -in 
seating the republican senators from Mon- 
tana is not likely to be successful as a po- 
Itical experiment. Asa temporary affair it 
gives the republicans two more members of 
the senate, but the most important result of 
it is to make Montana a democratic state. 

The people of that new and ambitious 
commonwealth naturally regard the action 
of the republican senate as an outrage. 
Being familiar with all the facts and cireum- 
stances that have led to the political dispute 
in their state, they know that the senate has 
decided the question, not on its merits, but 
on purely partisan grounds. The whole 
gnatter turned on the validity of the votes 
‘rast at precinct thirty-four in Silver Bow 
eounty The republican case was based on 
the fact that the territorial canvassing board, 
eontrolled by a republican majority, found 
that the republican candidates in Silver Bow 
eounty were entitled to the credentials of 
the board. 

The democrats declared that if the terri- 
torial canvassing board had ‘simply pro- 
nounced the Silver Bow republicans elected 
the result would not have been questioned. 
But this the board did not do. It declared 
that no returns from Silver Bow county were 
before it, that the messenger sent for them 
‘would not get them from the county clerk, 
and that the board had proceeded to make 
up the returns ‘‘from the best sources of in- 
formation obtainable.” 

Afterwards the clerk of Silver Bow county 
officially reported the returns, including the 
votes taken at precinct thirty-four. On the 
face of these returns the democratic dele- 
gates from Silver Bow county were elected 
to the legislature. The republicans at once 
baw that this would give the democrats a 
majority in the legislature, and so the county 
efanvassing board met and threw out the yote 
of precinct thirty-four as fraudulent and 
, void. The district court, however, issued 
® mandamus compelling the board to count

It is no 
wonder that the people of Montana are out- 
raged by this gross miscarriage of justice, 
and the result of the recent elections in 
Butte and Helena show that they are deter- 
mined to seek relief at the ballot. box. 


A Conspiracy. 

The republicans will have to look to it. 
Conspiracy and intimidation are on foot in 
North Carolina. The negroes of the fifth 
district of that state are tobe kept away 
from the polls in order to prevent them from 
voting for Mr. John M. Brower, a republi- 
can, who now represents the fifth congression- 
al district of North Carolina. 

If the republicans in congress do not sup- 
press this conspiracy, their friend and broth- 
er, Mr. Brower, will be left at home by reason 
of the failure of the negroes to vote for 
him. The least that congress could do would 
be to appoint a committee of investigation, 
as suggested by the New York Times, and 
send it down to North Carolina with instruc- 
tions to uncover the conspiracy. 

It seems that the negroes in Brower’s dis- 
trict have organized to suppress their own 
vote. Some three hundred of them met in 
convention in Greensboro the other day 
to consider the situation. They denounced 
Brower and the Harrison administration for 
failing to recognize their fealty to the party, 
made provisions for an executive committee 
in each township, with instructions to work 
for the defeat of Mr. Brower by keeping the 
negroes away fromthe polls and permitting 
the whites to do all the voting. 

There is a humorous side to this, butit 
also has its serious side. We call the atten- 
tion of our northern friends to the fact that 
when these North Carolina negroes are op- 
posed to a candidate, they do not go about 
defeatinng him as other citizens would. 
They do not put up another candidate, nor 
do they vote for the opposing candidate. 
They simply refrain from voting. They will 
probably defeat their own plan, if they carry 
it out, for Mr. Brower can contest the elec- 
tion, and Mr. Reed will undoubtedly seat 
him with his little gavel. 


Boynton of Boston. 

When Parson Boynten, of Boston, made 
his recent attack upon the south, we felt as- 
sured that a man of his reckless words and 
intemperate speech would some day undo 
himself and go to pieces in his own pulpit. 

The parson has come to grief even sooner 
than we expected. Ina sermon last Sun- 
day he saidin effect, that, asa matter of 
policm a Christian should not drink wine at 
dinner—that he should seta gcod example, 
and, if he took a glass of wine, it should be 
not in public, but in a closet—a dark closet 
with the door shut. 

The Boston Herald very properly jumps 
upon the reverend gentleman with both 
feet, and charges him with advocating a pol- 
icy of hypocrisy calculated to undermine the 
broad ethical principles of the Christian re- 
ligion. ‘The Herald takesthe position that 
if wine drinking isan offense it ought to be 
condemned in an ,unqualified manner, 
whether the drinking takes place in or out of 
a dark closet. If it is not an offense it 
should not be condemned under the ordinary 
conditions of publicity. To pretend to be 
an abstainer and at the same time drink 
wine on thesly is a contemptible piece of 
dishonesty. 

Parson Boynton’s appeal to his flock to be 
model saints in public, and jolly revellers be- 
hind closed doors, shows what manner of 
man he is. Thisis the godly apostle who 
wants to lead a new crusade against the 
south, with Dr. Gregg, who would consecrate 
his rifle to the cause of the negro’s rights! 

We are done with the parson. Our hope 
that he would turn outa rascal made of 
sterner stuff has been disappointed. Hes 
only the ordinary Aminadab Sleek—a_re- 
former for revenue, a prohibitionist with a@ 
bottle. We can afford to let him go. 


Congress and The Southern Question. 

The Springfield Republican makes a time- 
ly and forcible protest against the disposi- 
tion on the part. of congress to control elec- 
tions in the southern states. 

The Republican says that such a measure 
as that of which Mr. Cabot Lodge seems to 
be so proud, will aggravate rather than re- 
lieve the difficulties of the colored voter at 
the south. This is the position that THE 
CONSTITUTION and other southern newspa- 
pers have taken. The negroes have ad- 
vanced considerably in all respects since the 
reconstruction period, but the mass of them 
are unfit to govern. ‘The negroes were never 
worse off than when they were voting license 
to the carpet-baggers. Every measure that 
hurt the white people also hurt the negroes; 
but the mass of them do not see this and do 
not believe it. 

The negro was less protected when he had 
federal bayonets at his back than he has 
ever been since, and this fact ought to be 
apparent to every northern man who is] at 
all interested in the subject. When con- 
gress undertakes to place the negro in power 
by means of federal control of the elections, 
the result, and the only result, will be to re- 
vive in the south the confusion and tumult 
that marked the reconstruction period. 

When the federal government undertakes 
to control southern elections, it will be a 
dark day for the south and for southern 
business interests; in some mysterious way 
not apparent at present, the republican 
party may bes helped; but after -it is all over 
and the results are measured, it will be 
found that the negro is in a worse condition 
than ever. 

It is to be hoped that the conservative 
sentiment of the north will be able to post- 
pone indefinitely this new and useless politi- 
cal crusade against the south.

He Announces His Candidacy for the Nom- 
ination to Succeed Colonel A. D. 


Cayton, Ga., April 18.—{Special.}—Judge 
James R. Brown, of this place, teday told your 
correspondent that he had decided to allow 
the use of his name before the people, and the 
democratic congressional convention ef the 
ninth district; as a candidate for the nomina- 
tion for congress to succeed Colonel Candler, 
who has so faithfully ard ably represented the 
district during the present and past three 
terms, and now declines a re-election. 

Judge Brown is a strong man, able and fully 
identified with the best interest of this section 
of Georgia and its people, having lived here 
for the past forty-three years or longer. He is 
aman around whom the democracy can and 
will rally,and will take from Mr. Pickett 
scores of his former most earnest independent 
supporters. Besides, he will no doubt poll 
quite a number of republican votes in this end 
of the district, who are, and havealways been, 
his personal friends. In addition to this, the 
alliance of the district will be practically solid 
for him, inasmuch as he is a_ farmer, 
having long since retired from the practice 
of law and is devoting histime tohis farm- 
ing interest. He is sound upon the leading 
questions upon which the alliance and farmers 
generally ask recognition in congress, and in 
thorough accord with the platform recently 
adopted by the executive committee of the 
Farmers’ alliance. He knows the wants of 
the people, all classesof our citizens, and is, 
therefore, the people’s candidate. At the end 
of his term as Judge of the Blue Ridge circuit, 
he decided to permanently retire from politics, 
but the numerous letters from ail over the 
district and encouragement received wherever

Therepublicans will prob- 
ably have a candidate in the field, and so. the 
race in the ninth will probably be triangular 
and full of interest from-now until after the 
ides of November, when Judge Brown shall 
have been elected by a larger vote than has 
been polled in the ninth districtin many years. 
Next week’s Cherokee Advance will formally 
announce Judge Brown’s candidacy, and per- 
haps print a letter from him, defining his 
position upon the tariff and other leading 
questions of the day, in which the people are 
most vitally interested.

for the lower house. Editor J. H. Hodges and 
Colonel R. N. Holtzclaw, of Perry, will no doubt 
contest with Mesers.

EpITORS CONSTITUTION: My excuse for again 
appearing before the public through the columns 
of your paper on this subject, is that I feel deeply 
interested in the issues involved, and wonld, if 
possible, avert the calamity eonsequent upon a 
failure to issue the bonds in question.

ao. 

If the merchants refuse or are backward about 
taking hold, then the society will carry it through 
by themselves, and in a grand style, too. 
They do not propose to have it said that. they 
were dependent upon Macon, but wilt do for Ma- 
com, What Macon will not do for herself, if the 
city does not put her shoulders to the wheel. Ma- 
con must co to work in this matter and assist 
these men in carrying to perfection the project 
which has done and will continue to do so much 
rood for the city. With the hundreds of houses 
and the various facteries which will have been 
erected between the visits of the vast. number of 
people whe are attracted here, Macon would re- 
ceive an advertisement worth more to her than 
she could possibly expend in securing this great 
exposition.

YESTERDAY.

The East Point Riot Cases Continued Till 
Next Monday Week—Several Cases 
Dismissed—Next Week’s Work. 


The East Point riot trial was continued in 
the superior court yesterday. 

Mr. E. C. Bruffey, the defendant, was given 
a verdict of not guilty by direction of Solicitor 
he state had introduced all its evidence 
and the defense had not begun, when Solicitor 
Hill, realizing that no case had been made 
put, moved to acquit Mr. Braffey. 

Judge Clark sustained the mouon. 

And the first move by the state toward get- 
ting at the East Point whippers proved to be 
in the wrong direction. 

There are still seven indictments against 
Mr. Bruffey, for the same offense as that 
charged against him in yesterday’s trial, but 
when he will be tried on these the court has 


not decided. 

~ A number of witnesses were introduced yes- 
terday by the state, including several residents 
of East Point. 

Mr. M. M. Folsom, who was with Mr. Bruf- 
fey at East Point the night of the whipping, 
was put upon the stand. 

He testified that he had seen the defendant 
in a buggy in the neighborhood of ene of the 
pegroe’s houses who was whipped, but stated 
positively that Mr. Bruffey had not gotten out 
of the buggy at all. Ife could not recognize 
any of the men who were in the crowd that 
did the whipping, not having approached near 
enough himself. 

This witness was regarded by the state as 
most important, but his testimony Was not as 
conclusive as had been anticl ated, and when 
he came down, the solicitor, Who saw plainly 
that he had not made out his case, moy ed that 
the defendant be given a verdict. 

After Mr. Bruffey’s case was conciuded, Mr. 
Dan Hall was arraigned on the same charge, 
of riot. 

Mr. Hall was represented by Mr. Frank A. 
Arnold and Mr. John Clay Smith. 

The defendant’s attorneys announced ready, 
ard were anxious to have Mr. Hall put on 
fria}. and so stated to the court. 

Solicitor Hill asked that the ease of Mr. 
Dan Hall be continued until Monday week 
next, togive him time to secure additional 
evidence. i 

Judge Clark remarked that as the solicitor 
appeared to be very much in earnest in the 
case, andanxious to do his utmost to bring the 
guilty parties to justice, he would grant his 1e- 
quest,and the case was postponed as requested. 

The court then adjourned for the morning. 
At? o’clock, when the court met again, Judge 
Ciark dismissed the jurors for the term, the 
docket being cleared of all ready business. 

The Brethren Settle. 

At the afternoon session Solicitor Hill had 
several motions to make. 

One of them wasa motion to noll pross the 
cases against J. H. Franklin for asault with 
intent to murder,"and Samuel Williams for 
assault and battery. 

The cases against them were the outcome of 
a little fisticuff in which a handfull of whiskers 
and an open pocket knife figured conspicu- 
ously. 

“Mr. Wilkins is a Methodist and Mr. Frank- 
fin is a Baptist,’’ said Solicitor Hill, in moving 
to nol] pross the case. “They are brethren in 
their churches, and don’t want to figure in 
open court on that account. They have agreed 
to settle their little difficulty themsélves, and 
want your honor to let them off with the pay- 
ment of costs.’’ 

Mr. Wilkins, who.came out second best in 
the set-to was in court, and said that he was 
willing to let the matter rest if the court was. 
The charge against him was assault and bat- 
tery. a 

“Well,” said Judge Clark, ‘if the solicitor 
is willing, I’m wilting. I'll let you pay the 
costs this time.”’ 

‘‘All right, your honor,’”’ said the solicitor. 
“It didn’t amount to much, noway, and no- 
body was much hurt. You see, Brother 
Franklin has a nice pair of long whiskers. -He 
and Mr. Wilkins had a little misunderstand- 
ing, and Mr. Wilkins hunted himup. When 
the two met, Mr. Wilkins gota grip on Mr. 
Franklin’s whiskers, and Mr. Franklin re- 
sponded to the embrace by using a pocket 
knife on Mr. Wilkin’s face. He scratched it 
up a little bit. but that’s all.” 

A Deal in School Books, 

Mr. John Goyan, the auctioneer who bough 
the books from the Frenchman employed in 
the state school commissioner’s office, appeared 
in court, and wanied his ease settled. 

Ife was eliarged with receiving stolen goods, 
to a value which made the offense a felony. 

Mr. Govan had bought 812 books from the 
man, paying him five {cents a piece for them. 
Ho stated that all the books had been returned 
to Secretary Orr, from whose office they had 
been taken. 

Detective Ed. Carson, who worked up the 
case, was present, and confirmed Mr. Govon’s 
statement about the recovery of the books. 

In view of Mr. Gavon’s long residencein At- 
Jantaand his well known integrity Judge 
Clark consented to dismiss the case on pay- 
ment cf costs. 

Mr. Goyon paid the costs amounting to 240, 
making his total loss through the transaction 
$80.60. ¢ 

When he bought the books he had no idea 
they were stolen, but supposed the man who 
sold them'to him was as he represented, a book 


agent, and was therefore acting legitimately.

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U. S. GRAND JURY, 


ADJOURN YESTERDAY AFTER RE- 
TURNING SOME TRUE BILLs. 


Juege H. H. Walker, Judge A. A. Manning 
and Mrs. F. E. Estes in a Pension Case— 
—The Pickens County Cases. 


The United States grand jury adjourned 
yesterday. 

A number of sensational matters were 
brought out by true bills returned. 

The jury has been postponing definite 
action on certain matters for some time, and 
investigated at great length. 

One of the most important cases is one in- 
volving Judge A. A. Manning, of Atlanta; 
Judge H. H. Walker, of Boltonand Mrs. F. E. 
Estes, of Atlanta. 

Against all three of them a true bill is re- 
turned for conspiring to defraud the govern- 
ment. Mrs. Estes is a daughter of Mrs. 
Elizabeth Mullins, the latter now dead, the 
widow of’a soldier in the war of 1812. 

Through the instrumentality of Judge 
Walker and Judge Manning, Mrs. Mullins’s 
application for pension was properly filed at 
Washington, and the pension allowed. Just 
before the treasury draft for the amount 
due Mrs. Mullins arrived, Mrs. Mullins died, 
and the draft went back. Then Mrs. Estes 
filed a claim for expenses paid in taking care 
of and burying her mother. 

A number of affidavits were sent from At 
lanta, and the claim was allowed—nearly 
$1,200. 

It is allegedin the bill that these affidavits, 
upon which the claim was allowed, were tam- 
p2red with after they left the sight of the de- 
ponents, and this alteration is the fraud 
charged in the indictment. 

Of the $1,200 Judge Walker got about $100, 
and Mrs. Estes, who is an ignorant woman, 
got $97. x 

There is a second indictment against Judge 
Walker for charging an exorbitant fee. 

There is a simnilar indictment against Judge 
Manning. 

There isa third indictment against Judge 
Manning for opening Mrs. Estes’s mail and 
withholding her money. 

It can be shown, it is claimed, that the 
woman acknowledged the receipt of the en- 
tire amount, and that all but $18 was rede- 
posited at-her own request in Judge Manning's 
name. This was done because Mrs. Estes’s 
brothers and sisters had demanded a part of 
the money. Then, at her request again, the 
money was loaned out by Judge Manning to 
guard against being garnisheed by her rela- 
tives. 

Afterwards Mr. Estes demanded her money, 
and because it could not at once be turned 
over to her, she complained to the authorities 
in Washington, and thus the whole matter 
came out. 

Judge Manning has not been arrested, nor 
will he be. He will readily furnish any bond 
that can be required of him, as nobody that 
knows him believes there is anything at all 
serious in the case. 

It must be remembered that the true bills 
are returned upon ex-parte evidence—that this 
is only one side of the case. 

Judge Manning is confident that the 
that he was not allowed a hearing before the 
grand jury. 

His own position is given in the following 
card: 

The only connection I had with the Estes case 
was to take the testimony for her as a notary 
public. 1 swore the witnesses to the necessary 
affidavits, and sent them to H. H. Walker, who 
was hcr attorney. There was no fraud in the 
claim, which will be shown on the trial, as Mrs. 
Estes is justly entitled to the money. As for 
charging an exhorbitant fee, I only charged for 
my notarial work, and only what was reasonable. 
Iwas not her attorneys, and had nothing to do 
with the collecting of the claim, which was ex- 
plained to the district attorney before the matter 
was brought before the jury. I offered to pay the 
money into the court and let it remain until the 
matter could be investigated. I also wished to 
explain the matter.to the grand jury, which I had 
the right to do, and was refused. 1@ grand jury 
only investigated one side of the case. If taey 
had looked into the whole case, there would have 
been no bills found. I will be able to vindicate 
myself before a jury when the time comes.

Some of them are people of considerable 
prominence. The leading charge is con- 
spiracy.

The charge is passing and attempting to 
pass counterfeit money.

THEREAS, THE MAYOR AND GENERAL 
\ Council of the City of Atlanta desire to issue 
two bundred and fifty thousand dollars ($250,000) 
of bonds of said City, for the purpose of increas- 
ing the water supply, of said city, and desire also 
to issue one hun d thousand dollars ($100,000) in 
bonds, for the purpose of paying the city’s pro- 
portion of the expense of the construction of 
sewers in said city, and the assent of the qualified 
voters of said city being necessary thereto. 

Therefore, be it ordained by the Mayor and 
General Council aforesaid, that in accordance 
with the Constitution and Laws of said State, an 
election shall be held on the twentystbird (23d) 
day of April, 1890, to determine the question

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, Apri! 18.—The stock market was 
only slighty less active today than yesterday.
